While the returns are not fully 
and officially tabulated, it is 
quite conclusive we are going to 
have a new sheriff. We are going 
to retain however, all other de- 
partment heads in the county 
government, 

If you voted for Sheriff Eugene 
I. Mueller you are disappointed 
and the Frank Bland supporters 
are rightfully jubilant over the 
good prospect of having a new 

»-law enforcement officer. 

Four years ago, Mr. Mug'ler 
uprooted the so-called “old 
guard” in the courthouse and in- 
jected some modern tchniques 
and practices in the huge and 
widespread organization of dep- 
uties and patrolmen. That Mr. 
Mueller was efficient and devel- 
oped a new spirit of service ia 
the ranks there is no question. 

His methods, his strong per- 
sonality and his unusual ability 
as a demonstrative leader, how- 
ever, apparently were not > gen- 
erally acceptable. Someone. said; 
“TF don’t like the way he wears 
his uniform and I am not vot- 
ing for him.” 

And so, it appears Mr. Muel- 
ler’s four years of outstanding 
service, is scheduled to be can- 
celled with the end of his term. 

While we deeply regret the 
outcome, we commend Frank 
Bland and his active corps of 
supporters. We are at his serv- 
ice in the common interest of 
public service. He can expect our 
full cooperation. We hope the 
so-called “Bland Bandwagon” 
doesn’t turn out to be a “Blank 
Bandwagon”. 


The election ‘outcome is a 
very sad story, however. 
Self-satisfaction is a glorious 


trait among people—sometimes 
but not when it comes ta selec- 
ing important public officials. 
While many interested people 
were at the polls, the fact re- 
mains that many voters thought- 
lessly ignored the opportunity 
to vote. They didn’t care’ if a 
good elective official was thrown 
out of office on the basis of 
personal pettiness or whether 
good candidates weren't elected 
because the incumbents had an 
active group of “hangers on” and 
political “well-wishers”. 

Residents of this fine district 
can hang their heads in shame 
over the disgraceful turn-out 
at the polls.

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The Frank Nichols Intersection 


People in the community are driving their 
‘cars slower today. 

The saving of a few seconds or minutes in 
time do not seem to mean so much as it did 
prior to the tragic accident that caused the 
death of Frank K. Nichols. 

As motorists approach the famous intersec- 
tion of Euclid avenue and Foothill boulevard 
they are more cautious, more courteous, more 
observant of the other fellow and what he is 
going to do. Something may be lacking in 
mechanical signals at this and other intersec- 
tions. Obstructions, causing traffic hazards, 
may exist here and there throughout the com- 
munity. 

These deficiencies can be accepted more 
readily today, however, as there is vivid in our 
memories the accident a week ago that took 
the life of our beloved friend. gounselor. civic 
leader and outstanding citizen. The “human 
element” is one of the most important factors 
in highway safety. 

In time, something may be done about mak- 
ing all intersections and all highways perfe™t 
from an engineering standpoint. Even if that 
time ever comes, there will always be the “hu- 
man element”—the ever-present questionable 
factor in all traffic problems. 

We are calling the Euclid-Foothill crossing 
the “Frank Nichols Intersection” as an ever- 
present reminder to be more concerned than 
ever about the “human element” in highway 
safety. As we approach this intersection we 
will observe the young tree that is growing in 
the place of the one knocked out by the terrific 
crash. The young, tender sprout will mean 
something to us. We will ponder over the 
many rules of traffic safety and “stop and 
look.” 

Mr. Nichols’ life was a noble one. We will 
long recall the memory of this friendly, ever- 
polite, community leader. In realizing he left 
us suddenly, we can learn a lesson of highway 
caution and thus be better able to protect the 
lives of others. 

It is very evident that what happens in a 
second can sometimes wipe out lives; at least 
change lives. 

Euclid and Foothill has been described as 
the “most dangerous intersection in Upland.” 
Well it may be, and we can approach it al- 
ways with extreme caution... and in doing so 
recall the memory of Frank Nichols. 

Little is known of the circumstances that 
so suddenly took the life of the manager of the 
Upland branch of the Bank of America, the 
man who had served in many, many capacities 
for the good of the community and the good of 
others, and whose life was an inspiration. It 
might have been wossible for him to have 
waited a second or so before turning from 
Foothill on to Euclid and thus escaped the on- 
coming truck. But it is useless to try to re- 
construct the details. 

Not to be overlooked, however, is the great 
importance of making this intersection—and all 
intersections—as safe as possible from an en- 
gineering standpoint. Installation of every 
possible signal device should not be delayed. 
At best, confusion exists at this double drive, 
wide, busy intersection and highway engineers 
should be able to give a better solution than 
the one now existing. 

Never again should a life be sacrificed at 
the “Frank Nichols Intersection.”

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The Ban on Segregation 


It has been interesting to note the public 
reaction to the Supreme court's decision that 
segregation in public schools in unconstitu- 
tional The Voice of America naturally beam- 
ed the news to the entire globe as of high his- 
toric importance. But it is to be hoped that the 
entire globe will understand that decision as a 
step that was inevitable—as a court recogni- 
tion of the resistless onward roll of enlighten- 
ment and tolerance in the American tradition. 

Long before the segregation matter came 
before the court, there was no color line in the 
schools of 28 states. 

Of great and heartening significance is the 
apparent reaction of the majority of southern 
leaders. A few scream defiance—but most 
seem to accept the color line ban as something 
that had to come eventually and that will be 
worked out to the benefit of all citizens of the 
south. 

The historic decision of last month marks 
a new turning point in building a stronger 
America. 


The Chessman Cell and Book 


Seldom has a criminal case excited great- 
er public interest than the strange case of Caryl 
Chessman, self-proclaimed psycopath and au- 
thor of the best seller “Cell 2455 Death Row.” 

Convicted of a series of sex crimes, involv- 
ing kidnaping, and sentenced twice to death 
under California's “Little Lindbergh Law, 
Chessman was snatched from the gas chamber 
at the eleventh hour by the highly unlikely 
means of a writ of habeas corpus issued by a 
Marin county superior court. 

The last minute stay of execution upset a 
final judgment of the California Supreme Court, 
a United States Circuit Court of Appeals, and 
even the United States Supreme Court. 

It has brought widespread protests, includ: 
ing protests from the prosecutor, the trial judge, 
and Attorney General Edmund Brown... The 
Attorney General described the action as an 
“unwarranted intrusion of one court into the 
affairs of another court,” reflecting on the “‘in- 
tegrity of the judicial process.’ And Los An- 
geles District Attorney 5S. Ernest Roll, it is re- 
ported, has launched a movement to end such 
legal maneuvers. 

Prior to the granting of the stay, Governor 
Goodwin Knight had rejected appeals for cle- 
mency, pointing out that the laws of the State 
are meant to apply to everyone equally, in- 
cluding people wh@ write books. 

“Some people seem to forget just what 
Chessman did,” the Governor commented, not- 
ing that one of his victims, a 17-year-old girl, 
has never recovered from the shock of the 
crime and has been confined in a State mental! 
hospital since the crime was committed. 

Superior Judge Charles J. Fricke, the trial 


judge, has observed: “If we are going to grant | Start Memorial Fund 


lenience solely because a man who deserves 
the penalty he got from the jury was able to 
write English and get a book published, we 
might as well throw criminal law into the ash 
can.” 

There seems little doubt that much of the 
effort that has succeeded in allowing Chess- 
man to avoid the penalty decreed for his crimes 
is a promotional venture on the part of his book 
publishers. Sales of the book, of course, hava, 
soared as a result of the publicity. But while 
the publishers have justified their intervention 
in the case as a desire to “preserve the life of 
a great writer,” many literary critics have 
found little in the book to justify much in the 
way of accolades for its author? 

Others, with no ulterior motive, have inter- 
ceded on Chessman’s behalf as well. Appar- 
ently the crime has yet to be commitied that 
will not attract an inevitable coterie of sym- 
pathizers for the criminal who committed it.’
